WEATHER REPORT 
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In the Seventeen Principal Towns of Scotland, being those burghs which at the 
date of the 1951 Census had populations of over 30,000, there were registered 
during the week ended 7th April 1956, the births of 1,130 living children, and of 
2% stillborn children, 2,009 marriages and 627 deaths. In the case of births, still- 
births and deaths the numbers are corrected to allow for usual residence. The 
equivalent annual birth-rate (living children only) is, 22.8 per thousand of the 
population, the marriage-rate 40.5 and the death-rate 12.6. The number of still- 
births corresponds to a rate of 23 per thousand total births registered (including 
stillborn). 

The birth-rate of the week is 3.6 more than in the previous week, and 3.0 above 
the five years’ average. The marriage-rate is 15.4 more than in the previous week, 

and 14.8 above the average. The death-rate is 0.4 more than in the previous week, 
but 0.8 below the average. 

The weekly death-rates in the individual towns ranged from 17.9 in Perth and 
14.2 in Greenock to 7.2 in Kirkealdy and Coatbridge and 5.8 in Dunfermline. 
Relatively high death-rates occurred in Kdinburgh, Dundee and Falkirk 14.1 and 
in Paisley 13.7. In Glasgow the rate was 12.9. — 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 3 and are 1 more than 
in the previous week. The deaths registered were from influenza. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 13, of which 12 were from 
tuberculosis of the respiratory system. The former are 1 fewer than in the previous 
week, and the latter 1 fewer. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases (other than tubercular, influenzal and malig- 
nant) numbered 56, and equalled an annual death-rate from these causes of 1.1 
per thousand. This death-rate is 0.3 more than in the previous week, but 0.2 below 
the average. . ¢ 

Deaths of children aged less than one year numbered 44, being 15 more than 
in the previous week. Of these, 21 were aged 0-6 days and 4 were aged 7-27 days. 
Deaths of persons aged sixty-five years and over numbered 380, and are 3 fewer 
than in the previous week. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 31, and are 14 more than in the 
previous week. 

The number of new claims to sickness benefit under the National Insurance 
Acts made at Local Offices of the Ministry of Pensions & National Insurance in 
Scotland during the week ended 8rd April 1956, was 14,167. The number of such 

claims made at the Seventeen Principal Towns is shown on the last page of this 
return. 

The mean temperature for the towns from which returns were received was 

_ 45.9° being 0.3° below that for the previous week, but 0.8° above the average for 
the corresponding week in the period 1901-1930. 
. The mean rainfall was 0.22 inch, and the mean sunshine 32.7 hours.

In the Seventeen Principal Towns of Scotland, being those burghs which at the 

date of the 1951 Census had populations of over 30,000, there were registered 

_ during the week ended 14th April 1958, the births of 898 living children. and of 

24 stiliborn children, 604 marriages and 580 deaths. Tn the case of births, still- 

births and deaths the numbers are corrected to allow for usual residence, The 

equivalent annual birth-rate (living children only) is 18.1 per thousand of the 

_ population, the marriage-rate 12.2 and the death-rate 11.7. The number of still- 

births corresponds to a rate of 26 per thousand total births registered (including 
stillborn). 

The birth-rate of the week is 4.7 less than in the previous week, but 0.1 above 
the five years’ average. The marriage-rate is 28.3 less than in the previous week, 
but 5.5 above the average. The death-rate is 0.9 less than in the previous week, 
and 0.7 below the average. 

The weekly death-rates in the individual towns ranged from 18.4 in Falkirk 
and 16.9 in Kilmarnock to 6.7 in Motherwell & Wishaw and 6.4 in Hamilton, 

Relatively high death-rates occurred in Kirkcaldy 16.4 and in Greenock 15.5. In 
Glasgow the rate was 10.2 and in Edinburgh 15.1. 

There were no deaths from the principal epidemic diseases. In the previous 
week there were 3 deaths registered from these causes. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 12, of which 11 were from 
tuberculosis of the respiratory system. The former are 1 fewer than in the previous 
week, and the latter 1 fewer. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases (other than tubercular, influenzal and malig-

nant) numbered 53, and equalled an annual death-rate from these causes of 1.1 
per thousand. This death-rate is the same as in the previous week, but 0.2 below 
the average. oe 

Deaths of children aged less than one year numbered 21, being 23 fewer than 
in the previous week. Of these, 8 were aged 0-6 days and 3 were aged 7-27 days. 
Deaths of persons aged sixty-five years and over numbered 374, and are 6 fewer 
than in the previous week. ; 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 25, and are 6 fewer than in the 
previous week. 

The number of new claims to sickness benefit under the National Insurance 
Acts made at Local Offices of the Ministry of Pensions & National Insurance in 
Scotland during the week ended 10th April 1956, was 16,185. The number of 
such claims made at the Seventeen Principal Towns is shown on the last page of 
this return. 

The mean temperature for the towns from which returns were received was 
44.0° being 0.1° above that for the previous week, but the same as the average 
for the corresponding week in the period 1901-1930. 

The mean rainfall was 0.51 inch, and the mean sunshine 35.7 hours.

In the Seventeen Principal Towns of Scotland, being those burghs which at the 
date of the 1951 Census had populations of over 30,000, there were registered 
during the week ended 8th December 1956, the births of 886 living children, and 
of 22 stillborn children, 392 marriages and 593 deaths. In the case of births, 
stillbirths and deaths the numbers are corrected to allow for usual residence.
